Both the man 
and the girl were bound and gag- 
ged during the attack. 
Th« negroes, after robbing Skin- 


ner of $3.50 and attacking the girl, 
drove away in Skinner'/ automo- 
bile. It had not been Wealed this 
morning.' A motorist heard cries 
from Skinner and the girl and call- 
ed police. 
Acocrding to the story told police 


by Skinner, the attack took place 
about 9 o'clock last night.

Mount Vesuvius, scourge of the 
rich Neapolitan country side, bun 
suddenly Into eruption today. 


The eruption occurred suddenly 


on the'southeast side of the crat- 
er at the base of a small cone. 
A stream of molten lava poured 
out In the direction of Pompeii, 
which Vesuvius wiped out 1850 
years ago. 


The lava stream was nearly 40 


feet wide and described as copious 
and lively. No danger was forseen 
for new dwellings or the ancient 
excavated city of Pompeii since 
the laval current thrown from the 
great crater was pouring into "hell 
volley." The interior eruptive cone 
maintained its normal activity.

The house that had been quiet 


when they approached echoed with, 
the roar of a pumpgun as a charge 
of shot crashed through a window 
and tore Into Conley's chest.

second roar and Hageberg. his face 
nearly shot away, 
whirled, 
and 


fell dead. 


Three Are Wounded 


Policeman J. J. Murphy, Conley's 


chauffeur, who had remained in 
the car, 
seized 
a 
shotgun and 


started to the help of the other 
policemen. He had taken less than 
a dozen steps when Preuss' pump-

A second later Gus Karos, who

NORTH ATLANTIC STATES

treme heat which has blis- 
tered the North Atlantic 
states four days neared the 
half hundred mark today.

New York City area reaching a 
maximum of 90 degrees, the high- 
est thus far this season, nine per- 
sons succumbed and 18 were pros- 
trated. 


A New York Central

lineman died while working near 
Uburn, N. Y. A boy was drowned 
at Newark, N. Y., the third drown- 
ing In Wayne county within 34 
hours. 


One death was attributed to the 
heat at Patersjjn, N. J., and an 11- 
year-old girl was drowned at Chews 
Landing, N. J., while swimming. 
Boston, one of the centers to suf- 


fer most from the torrid spell, was 
the first to feel relief. A ther- 
mometer reading of 84'degrees at 
8 a. m., yesterday made It the hot- 
test place in the country at that 
hour, but by noon the temperature 
had fallen to 71. Five deaths oe- 
curerd, however, before the heat 
wave broke.

Maiden, 
Mass., 
and Lawrence, 
Mass., a 12-year-old boy was drown- 
ed at Providence, R. I. 


The break in the heat wave over 
New England brought a drop of 83 
degrees at Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire, and a 10- degree drop at Bur- 
lington, Vt.

senators would be loath to 
admit the slightest applica- 
bility of the British 
states-

The 


forbidding of floor privileges 
to all reporters because of 
the alleged offensive enter- 
prise of one shows how pan- 
icky and illogical senators 
can suddenly become in a 
rush to assert their dignity.

press has never come

second best, and there is no 
indiction now that it is to be 
hampered in its collection 
and distribution of news re- 
lating to the senate. For it 
is the senators themselves 
who have made a joke of 
the "secrecy" of the most 
closely guarded executive 
session. Why pillory news- 
papermen for printing facts 
communicated to them by 
senators themselves? 


The comedy of the situa- 


tion is intensified by the dis- 
closure that the senator most 
active in denouncing the re- 
porters' lack of ethics in re- 
cording what happens in 
"secret" session has himself 
furnished material for such 
an article. There seems to 
be no practical way to pre- 
vent senators from telling 
tales out of school. But the 
session from which the gen- 
eral public is excluded has 
no rightful place, and those 
senators who contend that 
every session, even if dis- 
cussing presidential appoint- 
ments or delicate foreign re- 
lations should be wide open, 
are to be enthusiastically 
hailed as the champions of 
the people or of the news- 
papers. 


The senatorial output of 


oratory on this subject is 
confusing the issue. Let the 
senators put the "blame," if 
any, where it belongs: on 
its own members. 
They 


might test their authority by 
holding an executive session 
to pass a resolution of cen- 
sure on one or more -of their 
number and then see if the 
news is printed—as- it prob- 
ably would be..

WORST FLOOD IN 


HISTORY HOUSTON 


RAGING FRIDAY 


HOUSTON, May 31. (AP) 


—Houston today was in the 
grip of what was described- 
as the worst flood in the 
city's history and paradoxi- 
cally was threatened with a 
water famine. 
The central 


water plant was paralyzed 
by the raging •waters of Buffalo 
Bayou, hundreds of homes in many 
sections of the city was standing 
In water or 
swept downstream, 
many business .buildings were In- 
undated, and streams still were 
rising. 


Property damage will run Into 
the millions before the waters sub- 
side, It waa estimated. The creat 
was not expected until tonight. 


A number of deaths by 'drowning 
were feared, but none had been re- 
ported. Officers rescued eight per- 
sons. 


The damage was done by three 
bayous, 
usually 
drowsy 
little 
creeks, which flow 
through the 
city. They are Buffalo, White Oak 
and Bray's Bayous. 
Other South Texas points shared 
the flood menace with Houston. 
Brazos Three Miles Wide 
The angry Brazos was three 
miles wide opposite Navasota and 
was sweeping down upon 
Fort 
Bend county and the prison farms 
in the Brazos bottoms. 
The river was out of Its banks 
along the 'lower reaches 
of the 
Ramsey farm, backing the water 
up the sloughs. By noon half the 
farm was expected to be under 
water. The 628 prisoners were be- 
ing transferred to box cars 10 miles 
east of the farm. 
The Imperial farm shifted its 
prisoners to higher ground. The 
Brazos had swept 
over' the oil 
fields near Sugar-land. 
A southbound Santa Fe train, 
due In Navasota at 7 o'clock 
morning, was reported 
lost.

by the swift current. 
Water Cut pff 
At noon the entire 'business sec- 
tion of Houston, with the exception 
of that supplied by private wells, 
was practically without water. 
Mayor Walter E. Montelth ask- 
ed owners of private wells to turn 
their water into the city mains. 
' At one of the six substations left 
to furnish the supply after the main 
plant had been stopped the machin- 
ery was breaking fast due to the 
heavy strain on the plant 
The health department issued In- 
structions that all drinking water 
be Boiled because of danger of pol- 
lution.

.Flood Damage 


HOUSTON, May 81.—(BV-Three 


ordinarily sluggish bayous were 
raging torrents today as the full 
force of Texas'1 mammoth flood 
swept down on Houston, bringing 
great property loss to scores of 
residents and businesses. 
Possi- 


bility of a water shortage was an 
added menace. The strong current 
of Buffalo Bayou crashed windows 
of the Central Water Station -early 
today and Inundated 
machinery. 


The plant was shut down and the 
whole burden of supplying the city 
with water was placed on the sub- 
stations. 
The city water pressure'at 9 a. 


m., was 14 pounds. It should be 
60 pounds. House 
stressed 
the 


danger of fire. 
The six substations have a ca- 


pacity of 15,000,000 gallons daily 
while Houston's normal consump- 
tion is between 21,000,000 and 25,- 
000,000 gallons. 
James H. B. House, water com- 


missioner, stated the city was fac- 
ing a "serious condition" and ap- 
pealed to citizens to .be sparing In 
their use of water. 
Three or four houses were swept 


downstream but It was thought the 
occupants had been warned in time 
to get to safety. Homes in many 
sections of the-city were flooded 
and residents were fleeing to higher 
ground and taking their furniture 
out in boats. 
Business House* Flooded 
Water was pouring Into the 


wholesale and 
produce houses In 


the market section of ths city near 
the edge of the Buffalo Bayou. 
Three stories of one building had 
been flooded, and th,e sign of an- 
other was all that could be seen. 


Practically the entire city eng- 


ineering force and police depart- 
ment were at work throughout the 
night, the former trying to protect 
the water supply and the latter 
Issuing warnings at the bridges, 
roost of which was covered with 
swiftly moving water.

Water 


from Cypress creek covered about 
a mile of I-G-N track near Spring 
In the north part of the county 
and officials were unable to esti- 
mate how much damage was done.

Seeks Perfect Holes. 


Some months ago the Barnsdall 


corporation, one of the largest pro- 
ducers in the Oklahoma and North 
Texas fields, conceived the Idea of 
attempting to drill some "straight 
holes." Since the Oklahoma fields 
were under restricted drilling rul- 
es, there was no rush about the 
wells and the matter of time was 
left entirely up to he contractor, 
whose only order was to get 
as 


nearly a perfect hole as possible. 


Four contractors 
were put to 


work on these tests, Mr. Allison's 
drilling record for the company 
giving him two wells to drill mak- 
ing a total of five wells put down 
on the same lease, known for these 
descriptive purposes as the Smith 
lease.

Asked to Present Paper 


As a result of his extraordinary 


success in drilling straight holes, 
the Corsicana contractor was in- 
vited to present a paper before the 
annual meeting of the American 
Petroleum Institute, Division of 
Production and Drilling, on May 
28-29 at Tulsa, Okla. 
The paper 


was based on his reply to a ques- 
tionnaire sent out by the A. P. I.

or's friends.

amended in the special election of 
July IB to permit a governor to 
draw a salary of $10,000 annually, 
instead of $4,000 as at present, a 
number of the governor's friends 
are planning to make an effort at 
persuading him in standing for a 
third term. 
They point out that a term in the 


governor's office at a salary of $10.- 
000 annually ought to permit the 
young chief executive to recover 
his private fortune. 
Governor Moody has lived with- 


in his income, probably better than 
any of his predecessors, but like 
the others he finds it necessary to 
pledge his credit for living expenses 
not provided by the constiution. He 
gets some allowances for servants 
at the executive mansion, but isn't 
permitted to buy groceries 
with 


any except his own money. 
The 


hired help must eatajid this ex- 
pense must come out of the $4,000 
annual salary! 
Governor 
Moody, as everyone 


knows, was just starting out on his 
own hook when he became attor- 


ney general, then governor. 
He 


will have lost six years, given to 
his state, at the most crucial time 
in his life of one who la starting 
out at the rather severe task of 
establishing himself in the law. 
It is this situation that has start- 


ed the "third terra" taJk among the 
governor's friend?. 
They have not 


discussed it v-H.h him, hut they will 
tell you frankly that if Texas de- 
cides to pay its governor $10,000 
annually they are going to try to 
get Dan Moody to stand for an- 
other term. 
There are some other friends, not 


in on the third term movement, who 
say that when the news leaks out 
and .the governor hears about it, 
he will quench it beyond all re- 
vival. 
They argue that he is too 


orthodox Jn his democracy to con- 
sider a third term.
